son. Count up the “faces” you show to the office 
force, the children, the minister and the in-laws. 


Every human being is a mix- 
ture of many different personali- 
ties. One personality ‘may be 
shown to one set, of relatives, 
friends or associates, At some 
other time or with some other 
people, qiite different peraonali- 
ties appear.
